Events  of  the  Week. — Since  our 
iasue  of  last  week,  though  in  reality  no 
very  important  event  has  taken  place,  the 
whole   country  has  been  electrified  with 
the  astounding   fallacy,  though  uttered 
aa  a  fact,  that  the  Rebel  Capitol  had  fal- 
len into  the  hands  of  the  Federal  forces, 
and    that    Hooker   had  again  re-crossed 
the  Rappahannock,  and  was  rapidly  pur- 
suing  a  fleeing  and  demoralized  enemy. 
Such  news  was  a  sweet  morsel  to  all  loy- 
alists,   who  were  rolling  it  under  their 
tongues  and  were  about  to  swallow  it  as 
a  confirmed  fact,    when    the    telegraph, 
true   to   its   contradictory  instincts,  in- 
formed them  that  it  was  merely  a  "goak." 
Up   to   the  time  of  going  to  press  we 
have  been  regaled  with  news  of  'rumors 
of  wars,"    but   can    gain  no  satisfactory 
evidence  of  what  is  transpiring  in  Hook- 
er's department.     In   attempting  to  ex 
tract  tbejessence  of  the  telegrams  of  the 
week,  we  find  the  result  highly  satisfac- 
tory in  leaving  us  just  where  we  were  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week.     In   short, 
we   know   nothing   at   all,  but  can  only 
conjecture.  First,    That   Richmond  was 
taken  by  surprise,   because   our   troops 
did   not   possess   the "  city  when    it  was 
within    their  easy   grasp  j  that    Hooker

The  whole  tract  contains  207.360 
acres.  It  is  traversed  by  four  fine  streams, 
the  Blue  Earth  and  its  tributaries,  the 
Maple  Cobb,  and  LeSueur,  whose  wood- 
ed borders  divide  the  landscape  in  alter- 
nate belts  of  wood  and  prairie.  The  soil 
is  perhaps  the  richest  in  the  State.  The 
western  half  of  che  reservation  was  set 
apart  by  a  treaty  in  1859  for  the  payment 
of  debts  contracted  by  tbe  Indians.  By 
an  advertisement  in  our  columns  it  is 
seen  that  a  portion  of  this  tract  is  offered 
for  sale.  The  rest  is  to  be  sold  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder  on  condition 
of  settlement. 

The  Sioux  reservation  contains  710,- 
400  acres  extending  i<r  a  parallelogram 
along  the  south  side  of  the  Minnesota 
river  above  Fo;t  Ridgely.  No  steps 
have  yet  been  taken  for  the  sale  of  these 
lands.

Ten  bands  of  Indians  arrived  from 
Mankato  on  Monday  night,  and  we 
found  them  encamped  on  the  flat  below 
the  Fort,  near  the  original  Sioux  encamp- 
ment. Some  of  them  luxuriated  in  Sib- 
ley and  other  styles  of  canvass  tents,  but 
for  the  most  part  they  dwelt  in  houses 
made  with  hands  composed  of  rush  mat- 
ting laid  upon  poles.  These  band  num- 
bered in  the  aggregate  seven  hundred,

FROM  THE  POTOMAC. 

Washington,  May  8. 

A  confidential  despatch  from  Lee  to 
the  rebel  President,  captured  by  Stone- 
man,  claims  a  great  victory,  but  adds 
that  /lis  loss  ?s  ierrijir. 

The  officers  returned  from  Richmond 
saw  two  divisions  of  Longstreet's  force 
coming  up  the  river. 

The  President  and  Gen.  Halle ck  went 
down  on  Wednesday  evening  on  a  special 
boat  to  Aquia  Creek,  where  they  took 
the  cars  for  Falmouth.  They  met  with 
a  most  enthusiastic  reception  from  the 
whole  army.  The  party  visited  the  hos- 
pitals and  paid  particular  attention  to 
our  wounded  soldiers. 

They  were  in  consultation  with  Hook- 
er all  day  yesterday.  At  the  time  of 
our  recrossing  the  Rappahannock,  a 
large  number  of  Virginia  refugees  avail- 
ed themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
coming  with  our  troops.  Among  the 
number  was  a  lady  who  stated  that  she 
had  been  in  the  rebel  lines  for  sume 
time. 

The  rebels  had  the  flower  ot  their  ar- 
my at  Fredericksburg,  and  every  regi- 
ment not  able  to  make  a  long  march  or 
endure  much  fatigue  was  sent  to  subor- 
dinate posts,  and  placed  as  garrisons  in 
the  Forts  on  James  river,  so  that  the 
best  troops  the  rebel  Confederacy  could- 
muster  were  at  Hooker's  front.  The 
immense  loss  they  sustained  will  scud  a 
wail  from  one  end  of  the  South  to  the 
other 

Wg  understand  from  reliable  authori- 
ty that  a  large  numl)er  of  prisoners  cap- 
tured in  the  late  battle,  are  both  willing 
and  anxious  to  take  the  oath  of  allegi- 
ance. They  say  they  see  nothing  but 
starvation  staring  them  in  the  face  if 
they  return,  and  that  it  will  be  folly  to 
prolong  the  present  struggle.  They  have 
been  surprised  at  the  small  number  of 
wounded  that  have  been  brought  to  this

Stoneman's  raid  has  been  averrated. 
The  Richmond  and  Fredericksburg  road 
was  so  little  injured  that  it  was  repaired 
in  24  hour?. 

Our  losses  exceed  ITjOOO  men,  while 
Lee  is  said  to  admit  a  loss  of  18,000. — 
Our  army  still  outnumbers  that  of  the 
rebels. 

Gen.  Stoneman  is  at  the  headquarters 
of  the  army  of  the  Potomac  Col.  Kil- 
patrick  has  received  orders  to  report 
there. 

Gen.  Lee  has  detained  all  nurses  and 
surgeons  wiio  accompanied  ambulance 
trains  across  the  fords,  and  has  also  pla- 
ced guns  in  position  at  Banks*  and  Uni- 
ted States  fords,  from  which  fact  it  is 
supposed  that  he  intends  to  assume  the 
offensive,  and  cross  the  riveo  and  attack 
our  forccri.  It  is  quite  certain  that  Gen. 
Hooker  has  ordered  a  portion  of  his  ar- 
my to  recross  the  Rappahannock. 

Some  days  ago,  as  previously  stated, 
in  accordance  with  a  plan  fnimed  beforo, 
he  commenced  his  retreat,  but  the  plan 
was  not  approved  by  Gen.  Halleck,  who 
therefore  countermanded  it.  Hence  the 
conflict  in  the  reports  courerning  the 
recrossing  of  the  river  by  Gen.  Hooker. 
Gen.  Butterfield  has  suid  that  a  move- 
meai  cannot  be  made  for  fome  time.  It 
ifcems  not  unlikely  that  Gen.  Halleck 
coutcinplated  a.S8umiug  the  command.

N«  w;York,  May  14. 

Advices  from  Puebla  via  Havana  to 
Aprit  21st  have  been  received. 

The  French  were  repulsed  on  the  13th 
in  an  attack  on  the  convents  of  St.  Au- 
gustine, Carmen,  and  Merceid. 

On  the  I4th  a  battle  occurred  at  Alex- 
eco,  between  part  of  Comonfort's  forces 
and  the  French.  Both  parties  claim  suc- 
cess, but  the  chief  design  of  Comonfort 
to  dislodge  the  French  was  not  at- 
tained. 

Reports  reached  Vera  Cruz,  April  20, 
that  the  French  were  driven  from  Fort 
St.  Javier  and  Hill  San  Juan,  to  their 
former  position  at  Amalcan.  French  ac- 
counts disagree  with  this,  and  report  the 
capture  of  the  Church  of  Carmen  on 
the  19th.

Furflier  Successor  Gen.  Banks' 


Now-York,  May  17- 

The  steamer  George  Washington,  from 
New-Orleans,  arrived  this  morninjr. 

An  Opelousas  letter  of  the  5th  states 
that  information  from  Grand  Gulf  and 
the  gunboat  fleet  had  been  received 
there,  with  de'ails  of  its  capture,  and 
the  capture  of  Port  Gibson  by  Gen.  Os- 
terhaus. 

When  the  latter  was  nearing  Port 
Gibson,  he  was  met  by  hundreds  of  fam- 
ilies fleeing  from  the  interior  to  escape 
the  raids  of  the  Illinois  cavalry,  and  the 
prevalent  opinion  among  the  secessionists 
was  that  Port  Gibson  was  the  safest  place 
in  that  region.  The  damage  done  by 
the  cavalry  raid  was  irreparable.  It  was 
rumored  at  Opelousas  that  Port  Hudson 
was  evacuated. 

Admiral  Farragut  arrived  at  New  Or- 
leans on  the  afternoon  of  the  9  th,  from 
Brashear  City.  The  Admiral  and  his 
officers  left  the  flag  ship  in  the  Red  Riv- 
er, and  brings  the  important  int^Hi-rence 
that  Alexandria  was  captured  on  the  4th, 
by  A^lmiral  Porter's,  and  a  portion  of  his 
own  fleet.

We  expected  to  be  able  to  announce 
to  our  readers  in  this  issue  that  the  em- 
bargo laid  upon  the  coiuinerce  of  our 
Western,  waters  at  Vicksburg  on  the 
Mississipp,  had  been  raised  by 
Grant's  forces  which  are  now  in  the  rear  of 
that  city,  and  gradually  nearing  it  by 
regular  approaches.  We  are  certainly 
on  the  eve  of  a  great  victory,  which 
will  again  place  the  navigation  of  our* 
noble  Mississippi  at  the  disposal  of  the 
North. 

We  feel  assured  that,  could  we  post- 
pone our  issue  another  day,  we  should 
be  able  to  announce  to  our  anxious  read- 
ers the  most  glorious  achievement  ot  the 
■whole  war.  Our  latest  news  is  that  Gen.

New-York  : — 

Washingtox,  D  C,  April8;18C3. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  cannot  be  with  you  on 
the  llth  instant.  The  present  war  may 
last  as  long  as  slavery  is  a  recognized 
American  Institution,  or  until  it  shall  l»e 
80  modified,  as  to  partake  of  the  benefits 
of  civilization  and  Christianity,  with  a 
view  to  its  ultimate  pxtinctiou.  Slavery 
is  the  cause  of  continued  strife ;  the 
cause  must  be  removed,  or  the  disease 
will  extend  to  every  extreme  of  the  Un- 
ion, and  in  the  end  prove  its  ruin.  A 
long  war  is  better  than  a  short  peace — 
better  for  both  sections — and  yet,  the 
sooner  it  is  closed,  the  more  quickly  will 
the  anvil,  the  plow,  and  the  loom,  res- 
pond to  the  happy  songs  of  the  workmen 
throughout  the  entire  land.  Hence  the 
necessity  of  a  united  North.  Our  fore- 
fathers formed  a  league  in  defense  of  hu- 
man slavery.  Arc  we  of  the  North  less 
brave,  less  patriotic  than  our  forefath- 
ers y

EXCITEMENT  AMONG  THE  PEOPLE. 


FROTECTIOX  DEMANDED. 

Forest  City.  Mriy  2-5. 
Scoutintr  parties  of  Sioux  Indians  are 
now  believed  to  be  on  our  entire  fron- 
tier. Last  Tuesday  the  party  escorting 
the  paymaster  between  Payne.^ville  and 
Forest  City,  had  a  clear  view  of  Indians, 
so  good  that  Capt.  Cady.  one  of  the  es- 
cort, went  buck  to  his  command  at  Rich- 
mond via  ClcarwMter  and  St.  Cloud — 
went  15  miles  to  get  25 !  The  mail  car 
rier  between  Forest  City  and  St.  Cloud, 
also  saw  three  Indians  :i  few  miles  above 
Manaunah,  and  last  night  most  of  the 
good  people  of  Forest  City  were  up  all 
night,  one  or  two  good  (?)  Sioux  having 
boen  discovcied  on  our  town  site  after 
in  the  North  Democratic  sympathizers!  i\-^x\.  It  may  be  all  right  that  this  fron- 
AVho  can  forget  how  they  left  us — cow- 
ardly h;ft^  us— without  any  feeling  of 
gratitude  for  the  past  or  hope  of  a  fu- 
ture re-union?  Prior  to  their  s'^ying 
-ood  bvc,  they  were  informed  that  the 
democracy  of  the  North.  wt>rc  not  dis- 
.•oura<-ed  ;  but  if  thev  wmild  remrnn  that

From  tho  St-  Taul  Pi".=3,  May  27. 

Mr  S.  II  Tarbell,  a  government  mes- 
.■-^enfer,  arrived  in  this  city  last  night 
from  Pembina  direct,  having  left  there 
May  18,  bringing  some  important  intel- 
ligence from  the  Sioux  under  Little 
Crow.  He  reports  that  celebrated  chief- 
tain at  Saint  Joseph,  about  oO  miles 
West  of  Pembina.  He  was  encamped 
t^ere  on  the  I8th,  with  about  25  lodges 
and  110  warriors.  Mr.  Tarbell  convers- 
ed with  the  Catholic  Priest  at  Saint  Jo- 
seph, who  was  in  Pembina  the  day  be- 
fore he  started.  The  Priest  reports  that 
Little  Crow  had  come  into  thar.  region 
to  get  privilege  from  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  to  s^ettle  in  their  terrixory.tftd 
to  procure  the  cession  of  a  tract  for  their 
occupancy.  The  Hudson  Bay  C^ompany 
refused  to  grant  this  re(iuest,  as  they 
had  no  land  to  dispose  of  thus,  and  the 
Indian  Tribes  in  their  territory  would 
not  allow  tho  Sioux  to  come  there. 

Little  Crow  said  'die  had  served  tho 
Americans  some  smart  tricks,  and  would 
show  them  some  more."  He  believed 
'•every  Sioux  as  good  as  dead,  nnd  that 
they  will  fight  to^^the  last."  There  were 
800-  lodges  at  Grand  Coteau,  under 
Swcdt  Corn  and  Standing  Buffalo.  These 
two  chiefs  were  disposed  to  make  peace 
if  it  could  be  done  with  .safety  to  their 
own  i)ersons.  Numbers  of  the  Indians 
who  had  not  been  concerned  in  any  of 
the  outragss,  are  also  anxious  for  peace, 
and  are  ready  to  give  themselves  up. 

The  Red  Lake  Chippowas  had  come 
Into  Pembina  to  make  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  Sioux.  The  Sioux  had  plenty 
of  ammunition  buried  at  Table  Rock  on 
the  Shayanne.  The  little  boy  who  had 
been  taken  paisoncr  at  the  Old  Crossing 
was  reported  safe. 

Hostile  Sioux  had  been  seen  at  various 
points  recently.  They  had  fired  at  the 
mail  carriers  ,at  Otter  Tail  Lake,  and  on 
Thursday  five  Sioux  were  seen  there. 
The  Chippewas  saw  their  tracks,  and  the 
next  morning  saw  the  Sioux  close  to  the 
horses.  One  of  the  mail  carriers  kept 
his  horse  tied  during  the  night  at  a 
house,  and  in  the  morning  saw  the  Sioux. 
He  had  mounted  his  horse  to  ride  away. 


The  following  is  from  the  Pembina 
correspondence  of  the  St.  Paul  Fress, 
dated  on  the  llrth  inst.: 

Little  Crow  and  his  band  of  mur- 
derers, or  thirty  lodges  are  unquestiona- 
bly at  St.  Joseph.  Three  hundred  Sioux 
warriors  are  daily  expected  to  meet  him 
there.  Nearly  two  thousand  lodges  are 
to  be  seen  on  the  Grand  Coteau,  within 
a  few  days  travel  of  St.  Joseph.  The 
Crecs,  Assiniboines,  Chippewas  from  Red 
Lake,  Rainy  Lake,  "Woods  Lake,  &c.,  are 
all  coming.  The  Pembina  and  St.  Jo- 
seph Chippewas  are  now-a-days  a.-^king 
nothing  of  the  gettlers.  That  extraor- 
dinary courtesy  on  their  part  forces  us 
to  the  belief  that  they  are  only  waiting  for 
their  day  of  general  pillaging,  that  is 
soon  to  come. 

These  settlements  are  terribly,  and,  I 
think,  justly  scared.  Before  many  days 
pass  you  will  likely  hear  that  Pembina 
and  St.  Joseph  have  been  the  theatre  of 
the  greatest  distresses  ever  put  on  rec- 
ord. Families  are  daily  leaving  St.  Jo- 
seph, and  to  such  an  alarming  extent 
that  the  half  breeds'  chief,  Mr.  Wilkey, 
requested  them  (the  remaining")  last  Sun- 
day, not  to  leave  that  way,  that  they  had 
better  have  some  general  understanding 
and  leave  all  at  once.  Captain  Hilbrand, 
in  charge  of  a  little  trading  post,  owned 
by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  situate 
just  across  the  frontier,'talked  yesterday, 
in  my  presence,  alx)ut  leaving  altogether, 
removing  and  carrying  with  him  all  that 
is  valuable. 

Father left  this  place  yester- 
day to  go  to  St.  Josoph,to  acquaint  him- 
self with  all  the  facts  and  circumstan- 
ces, and  to  advise  the  half-breeds  to  de- 
sert and  abandon  entirely  the  settlement. 
No  wonder  if  that  turns  out  to  be  the 
case;  for  we  are  left  without  protection, 
arms,  or  ammunition.  My  family  is  here 
now,  but  I  shall  soon  be  compelled  to 
send  them  again,  provided  time  is  allow- 
ed, to  a  safe  place.  If  it  was  safe  1 
would  send  them  to  St.  Paul,  but  now  I 
consider  all  roads  very  unsafe.

Our  Red  River  trade  i.slost,  our  roads 
loft  unprotected,  and  we  are  within  half 
a  day's  travel  of  Little  Crow  and  his 
band  of  murderi-rs.  Yet  all  tliis  is  to 
weiuh  nothinLT.  I  fell  sorry,  indeed, 
tliat  the  Sioux  are  coming  this  way  at 
all,  for  if  they  were  not  in  this  section 
of  country  either  Gen.  Cook's  or  (Jen. 
Sibley's  ex]  edition  would  then  come  this 
way  and  thereby  offer  us  protection 
against  other  bands  of  lawless 
Indians,  for  I  think  their  tactics  are  to 
go  where  they  will  bo  sure  of  not  meet- 
ing the  bulk  of  the  Sioux,  and  evade  anv 
general  engagement  with  them. 

Little  Crow  is  aL  St.  Joseph  now. 
boasting  of  having  killed  many  Ameri- 
cans and  having  many  more  to  kill. 
General  Sibley  kept,  I  think,  sixteen 
scouts  last  winter  at  Uncle  Sam's  exjiense, 
running  over  the  country  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  hinislf  posted  with  Little 
Crow's  movements,  so  as  to  know  where 
to  go  not  to  meet  him.  These  two  hum- 
bugs— 'uo,  I  am  mistaken,  expeditions — 
are  to  ply,  one  on  the  Minnesota  River 
and  the  other  on  the  Missouri.  So  I 
learn  by  late  papers  of  St.  Paul,  and  Lit- 
tle Crow  is  at  St.  Joseph  and  will  have 
thousands  of  Sioux  there  with  him  as- 
sembled before  this  letter  reaches  you. 
If  Gen.  Sibley  has  any  doubt  of  Little 
Crow  being  at  St.  Joseph  let  him  come 
ahme  and  I  will  go  with  him  to  Saint 
Joseph  and  give  him  an  introduction  to 
the  chief  of  murderers. 

I  am  expressing  my  sentiments  freely 
without  disguise,  and  if  I  was  a  better 
writer  I  would  be  bitter  upon  the  apathy 
manifested  to  us  by  our  authorities.

Two  years 
ago  such  a  scene  in  Washington  would 
have  provoked  a  mob  violence,  and  the 
slave  catcher  with  his  writs  in  his  pock- 
ets would  have  snatched  from  the  ranks 
the  men  who  are  now  organizing  to  save 
the  government  from  his  mad  assaults. 

— The  household  furniture  of  the  reb- 
el General  Buckner,  including  a  great 
quantity  of  silver  ware,  several  rich  so- 
fas, bedsteads,  centre  tables,  mirrors, 
and  all  the  articles  usually  found  in  a 
fashionable  residence,  wag  captured  at 
Elizabethtowu,  Ky  ,  on  the  16th  instant. 
The  articles  captured  filled  two  cars,  and 
were  brought  to  Louisville  on  Saturday 
last.

Another  Boatload. — Au  immense 
pile  of  boxes,  trunks,  chests,  &c.,  lying 
upon  our  levee  this  morning,  lead  us  to 
inquire  whence  they  came,  and  whither 
they  are  going.  Our  informant  tells  the 
same  story  we  have  from  week  to  week 
published,  since  the  opening  of  naviga- 
tion. Another  large  boat-load  from  the 
Stella  Whipple,  numbering  150  immi- 
grants, have  left  their  places  of  nativity, 
where  the  iron  rule  of  aristocracy  has 
been  a  burthen  upon  their  spirits  from 
their  youth,  seeking  a  freer  air,  and  a 
land  where  man's  physical,  mental,  and 
pecuniary  interests  are  susceptible  of  ea- 
sier development.  They  have  chosen 
wisely  in  selecting  Minnesota  as  the  the- 
atre of  their  future  success  and  casting 
their  lot  in  a  country  where  so  many  nat- 
ural inducements  invite  to  industry  and 
profit.  Their  arrival  will  doubtless  give 
a  new  impulse  to  the  real-estate  busi- 
ness, which  for  the  past  two  months  has 
been  a  feature  of  trade  quite  interesting 
to  many  of  oar  citizens  having  land  to 
dispose  of. 

Co.  H.  AT  Glencoe. — Itjias  been  re- 
ported upon  what  was  considered  good 
authority,  that  Company  II  of  the  9th 
had  been  ordered  to  Camp  Pope,  and  ta- 
ken up  their  line  of  march  fur  that  place. 
Sergeant  Foreman  informs  us  that  the 
company  is  still  in  Glencoe  with  but  n 
amall  prospect  for  removal.  lie  reports 
the  company  in  good  health,  except 
Capt.  Baxter,  who  is  suffering  from  an 
efFection  of  the  lungs,  which  has  culmi- 
nated in  a  hemorrhage  of  a  serious  na- 
ture.

The 
impression  there  seems  to  be  that  a  com- 
pany should  be  garrisoueJ  there  in  order 
to  assure  the  safety  of  f^ettlers,  though 
the  company  are  tired  of  the  monotony 
and  desire  to  be  removed.  The  company 
numbers  94  strong,  there  being  an  ac- 
cession of  six  recruits,  and  two  having 
been  discharged.

Major  Camp,  commandant  at  Fort 
Abercrombie,  has  forwarded  an  official 
report  to  Gen.  Sibley  concerning  the  vi- 
sit of  poseph  Demarais  to  Devil's  Lake, 
of  which  a  full  account  was  given  in 
yesterday's  Press.  We  extract  one  or 
two  additional  particulars  from  the  re- 
port. 

The  Indians  with  Little  Crow  numbe; 
eighteen  hundred  warriors.  They  are 
encamped  on  the  prairie  near  the  timber 
and  near  a  peninsula  that  runs  duwn  in- 
to the  lake  on  the  north  side,  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Burnt  Island,  which  is  the 
place  of  rendezvous  of  the  hostile  Sioux. 
The  other  Indians,  aside  from  Little 
Crow's  band,  have  no  amuuition. 

They  are  unsettled  as  to  what  course 
to  pursue,  a  portion  of  them  being  in 
favor  of  making  a  stand  there  and  giving 
battle  to  the  expedition.  A  large  num- 
ber are 
turn  from  his 
termiue  whether  they  will  join  the  war 
or  not. 

The  Indians  on  the  Sheyenne  are  en- 
camped near  Dog's  Hell,  about  seventy- 
five  miles  from  Fort  Abercrombie  They 
«re  under  Rolling  Moccasin  and  number 
forty  lodges  or  seventy  warriors.  They 
intend  soon  to  return  to  Devil's  Lake. 
A  portion  of  this  band  wintered  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Chippewa,  and  a  por- 
tion on  the  head  of  the  Yellow  3Iedicine 
river. 

Jir.  Demarais  confirms  the  report  that 
two  of  the  four  Indians  who  commenced 
the  murders  have  been  killed.
